New York Park Commissioner Be- 
Water Has Settled Under 
Foundation of Mausoleum.

the foundation of Grant's tomb on 
Riverside Drive has been undermined 
by water, and that the magnificent 
mausoleum is in danger of collapse, 
are to be thoroughly investigated by

| engineer of the New York park de- 


partment, and Edward Miller and 
John H. Duncan, architects of the 
tomb. 

A report by Park Commissioner 
Strover, just made public, calls at- 
tention to “frequent crackings of the 
pavement around the tomb, the 
breaking off of parts of the steps and 
copings, and a noticeable settling of 
the entire structure.” The commis- 
sioner thinks the alarming conditions 
are due to bad drainage. He says: 

“The tomb is not built on a rock, 
according to persons who are in a 
position to know about its founda- 
tion, but rests on a sandy mound. 
Rock was touched only in one place 
for the excavation for the tomb and 
that was at a depth of 100 feet. 

“For a long time the drainage has 
been very bad about the tomb and 
the question is whether the water has 
got under the foundations. The large 
pleces of stone which have been brok- 
en off in the copings are the result 
of the settling of the edifice. 

“Everything will be done to Insure 
its safety and if it is found neces- 
sary to strengthen its foundation that 
will be done if ft is possible.” 

The corher-stone of the tomb was 
laid in 1892 by President Harrigon. It

These reinforcements will give 
Gen. Moiner a forcé of 32,000 men 
with another 11,000 spread out along 
the frontier of Algeria. 

The latest advices from Fez by 
courier indicate that foreigners there 
are filled with a vague uneasiness 
and fear that further outbreaks are 
impending.

SAFE BLOWN 
BV YEGGMEN. 


Cucamonga Aroused by Force 
of the Explosion. 


Grand Jury Is Investigating 
the Cement Business. 


Los Angeles Wife Slayer Is 
Hiding in the Desert. 


SAN BERNARDINO, May 8.—Rob- 
bers blew up the postoffice safe at 
Cucamonga this morning shortly after 
2:30 o'clock, tearing the big steel 
receptacle into atoms, wrecking the 
building and so completely destroying 
things that it is not believed that they 
secured anything of value, beyond $3 
in money. 

There were two explosions, twenty 
minutes apart. A man in a barn, 
aroused by the roar and the crash 
of timbers, poked his head out of 
the door and was fired at twice by 
a robber stationed on the opposite side 
of the street.

The explosions were so great that 
one of the heavy steel doors of the 
safe was blown through the side of 
the building, and hurled farther than 
seventy-two feet, into a field.

ERKINS THE PATRIOT. | 

George W. Perkins, the multi- 
aire harvester trust magnate, formerly a 
partner of John P. Morgan, still a director 
in many of his corporations, and affiliated 
with him in various projects, has an inalien- 
able devil-given right to favor the momina- 
tion of Theodore Roosevelt for the Presi- 
dency, and to judiciously distribute a portion 
of his gains for that purpose. It has never 
been the practice of Col. Roosevelt to look a 
gift horsein the mouth, especially when the 
animal is saddled and bridled and expen- 
Sively caparisoned, and he will not now 
change his system. Therefore, in response 
to an anxious inquirer at the colonel’s Bos 


“ton meeting, he replied with a note of 


triumph in his voice,“ Perkins is for me.” 

The inquirer did not pursue the subject 
farther. He did not ask, “Why is Perkins 
for you?” But just that question was asked 
in Massachusetts, and will be asked in 
Onio and California and other States where 
Presidential preference primaries are yet to 
beheld. 

Mr. Perkins has never been accused of 
being addicted to gush and glow. He is 
not a sentimentalist in politics or anything 
else. He is a practicalist. When he gives 
temporary leave of absence to a dollar he 
sends it forth with directions to return, 
bringing a lot of other dollars with it. His 
financial and moral—or immoral—support 
of Col. Roosevelt is based upon the hypoth- 
esis that the presence of the colonel in 
the White House would be more advan- 
tageous to the Perkins interests than would 
the presence of President Taft. 

Mr. Perkins is.a harvester and the head 
of a harvester trust in every interpretation 
of the word. He harvests not only where 
he has sown but where anybody else has 
sown. 

“With his sickle keen 
He reaps the bearded grain at a breath, 

And the flowers that grow between.” 

The “Big Business” that is trembling in 
its wide double-soled shoes with fear of 
Roosevelt, and that is crying aloud like a 
distressed hyena with apprehension at even 
the limited and remote prospect of Roose- 
velt’s election, is not the big business that 
abides in the office where Mr. Perkins drew 
his $15,000 check to try and carry New 
York City for Roosevelt. It is a big busi- 
ness that knows exactly what it is about 
and knows that it has less to expect and 
more to fear from the President who drove 
the sugar trust and the oll trust and the 
tobacco trust to the wall, and is after the 
steel trust and the harvester trust with a

The West bas not been alone in urg 
ing the necessity for the -protection of 
American lives and investments in Mexico. 
Among others we note that the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer, the New York Tribune, the 
Chicago Record Herald, the Detroit Free 
Press, the Pittsburgh Post, the Buffalo En- 
quirer, the New York World, the St. Louis 
Globe Democrat and the Washington Post 
all regard intervention as necessary, and 
many of them gravely question the wisdom 
of “indefinitely postponing the inevitable.” 
Even the Christian Science Monitor, al- 
ways to be regarded as pacific above all 
else, says: | 
“Plainly the Mexican government must 
at once exhibit its ability to protect the 
persons and property of the American re- 
public or the United States government 
will be driven to the necessity of taking 
steps on its own account to bring about 
this end. There is hardly a doubt that 
American intervention would be hailed with 
satisfaction, not only by Americans and 
other foreigners in Mexico, but by many 
law-abiding Americans as well.“ The West 
welcomes this appreciation of an acute sit- 
uation. | 


FTER OUR GOOD MONEY. 

“The Republic of Colombia,” or rather 
a syndicate using the name of that country 
as a cloak for its schemes, is flooding 
the mails with literature to boost the plan 
of extracting from the United States fifty 
millions of dollars as compensation for the 
“loss” of the Panama Canal Zone. 

The circular asserts that in 1903 Jose L. 
Obaldia, then Governor of Panama, was 
“bribed by Yankee gold” to proclaim and 
maintain the Republic of Panama, in order 
to be able to sell the strip of land neces- 
sary for the construction of the canal. 
How much gold was in the bribery fund 
and-what Yankees furnished it is not stated. 

Some of the “bribe money,” according to 
the statement in the circular, went to “two 
unknown, ignorant and mercenary soldiers” 
who were in charge of the “land forces” ot 
Colombia on the isthmus, and the “naval 
forces” of Colombia in Panamaian waters. 
The number of the “land forces” and the 
number of guns on the scows and fishing 
boats which constituted the “gaval forces” 
of Colombia in Panamaian waters is not 
stated. “President Theodore Roosevelt,” 
says the circular, “who was the soul of the 
plot,” hastened to recognize the “fake re- 
public” and under his unscrupulous infiu- 
ence “European nations and American 
States” recognized the republic of Panama 
and thus “the United States committed the 
blackest and most pernicious act ever com- 
mitted by any nation in the history of the 
world.” 

But Colombia “has not,” says the cir- 
cular, “recognized the republic of Panama.” 
She is “reserving the right to enforce her 
claims in some better and future time.” 

Colombia will not, as at present advised, 
enforce her claims (for $50,000,000 indem- 
nity) by a resort to the arbitrament of 
arms. She will not send her battleships to 
bombard New York and belt the stuffing” 
out of Redondo. Her heroic soldiers will 
not march northward, and camp on the 
slopes of the Gatun dam and stretch a 
chain across it and stop the transit of the 
ships of the world until that $50,000,000 (85 
per cent. off for spot cash) is paid. 

She will do the work by inspiring Latin 
America to stop trading with the “Yankee 
pigs.” From Juarez southward to Pata- 
gonia no Mexican or Central American or 
South America will allow the contents of 
a bottle of Blue Ribbon Pabst to gurgle 
down his patriotic throat, or will clothe 
his stalwart legs in Manchester cotton over- 
alis—unless of course he can buy both beer 
and breeches on credit. 

The refusal of President Taft to “submit 
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Colombia's claim for $50,000,000 to arbitra- 
tion,” says the circular, “is costing the 
United States $50,000,000 a year in Latin- 
American trade, or more than is being spent 
on the Panama Cal al.“

MUST PRODUCE OR QUIT. 

Justice Gives Prosecution One Day 

in Which to Find Witness to Prove 

Unless the prosecution finds more 
evidence Justice Young will probably 
‘dismiss this afternoon the forgery 
case brought against T. Nestor Has- 
son, a mining man of this city. He 
is accused of having forged the name 
of A. K. Hasson, his dead brother, 
who was secretary of the Ord Moun- 


tain Gold Company, to a note for 
$234.15. 
The preliminary examination was 


set for yesterday afternoon and all 
the witnesses were in attendance ex- 
cept. one wanted by Deputy District 
Attorney Keyes. The Prosecutor 
asked a continuance, which was re- 
sisted by counsel for the défense. 
They contended that they could show 
by eye witnesses that A. K. Hasson 
signed the note while he was dying 
and that he had to be held by his 
sister as his feeble hand traced his 
name. The lawyers declare the entire 
matter is to be threshed out in a civil 
suit. 

‘Justice Young was inclined to 
agree with the stand taken by the 
defendant's counsel and said that he 
would only allow another day in 
which to produce the missing witness. 

The State expects to prove by ex- 
perts that the signature to the note 
was a forgery. It is also alleged that 
there never was a bona fide meeting 
of directors of the mining company 
to authorize the note.

Government's Star Witness in Elk 
Hits Land Suit Against Espee 
Swears Territory Is Oil Bearing. 
A. C. Veetch, a geological expert 
for years connected with the govern- 
ment survey at Washington, and the 
State University of Louisiana, was the 
only witness in the Espee land cases 
before Special Commissioner Longley 
yesterday. His | cross-examination 
will continue today. 
Veetch has been associated with 
Willis N. Mills, special counse! of the 
government, in the marshaling of the 
plaintiffs’ testimony in the suit to de- 
clare invalid the patent to the Elk 
Hills lands. During the hearing of the 
Case he tabulated all of the evidence 
tending to show that ofl existed in 
the Elk Hills. He prepared a lengthy 
statement, giving the names of the 
various witnesses and what they had 
testified to in regard to the evi- 
dences of oll, oll seepages, etc., in the 
territory at issue. The synopsis cov- 
ered the entire area and demon- 
strated, by gevernment witnesses at 
least, that oll existed everywhere in 
the Elk Hills.
